LIFE BEATEN OUT 


, Felix Gladbach Receives Injuries at 


-, BerghofF Brewery-Boy Died on 


Operating Table at Hospital. 


Fells Gladbach, aged IB years, sus- 


tained injuries at the Berghofr brew- 
cry Tuesday a. m., which resulted in 
his death two hours later on tho op- 
crating table at St. Joseph hospital. 
Tho unfortunate young man was 
caught in some machinery and man- 
gled in 'a most shocking manner. 


The accident occurred shortly after 


0 o'clock- in the tool room 'at the 
brewery during the time' given tho 
employes for lunch. 
Qladbncli had 


finished his lunch, and went, into tho 
tool room to sharpen his knife on a 
big belt-driven grindstone, notwith- 
standing an order that only experi- 
enced employes should operate the 
machinery. 
It is said he was told to 


leave the machine alone but paid no 
attention to the warning, and started 
to throw the' hclt in order to start 
the grindstone. 
The belt transmis- 


sion did not -work properly and the 
lad reached in to adjust it. 


The sleeve of his'coat was caught 


between the belt and the pulley, and 
in a twinkling he was drawn, into the 
machinery. 
The boy's body became 


lodged in the big flywheel, which 
was speeded to 140 revolutions a min- 
ute, and-at every revolution his legs 
were hurled against the floor with 
terrific force. 


An employe working in another 


1 part of the room, who had warned 


tho boy, had resumed his work, be- 
Heying-that Gladbach would leave tha 
machinery alone. 
His first warn- 


ing of the accident was hearing the 
thumping of the boy's body aa it 
struck* the floor with each, revolution 
of the wheel, and he immediately shut 
off tho power. 


• The man summoned assistance and 
with some difficulty

.form was removed from the machin- 
ery.

NOT A UNIVERSAL PANiACEiA. 
In an official statement given out

"We want to emphasize that it, is 
not a universal panacea.

health, and the department is ready 
to furnish information to 
anybody 


who wants it. 
It must be used in- 


telligently. You have to know what 
the organism Is thn.t you want to de- 
stroy, and.the character of the water; 
the time ot year also makes soma 
difference. 


"But it is a good thing. We have 


checked it. up here in every possible 
way. 
The sohitlora Is absolutely fa- 


tal to typhoid, though so greatly di- 
luted that it would hurt no one, and 
it would be impossible to find it in 
the water, it being 
tasteless and 


odorless. 
You 
could 
not 
drink 


enough of tho water to hurt you. 
It 


will kill algae at 50 to 100 times 
weaker solution than this. And en- 
gineers have for years discussed the 
question 
of exterminating 
algae. 


They have 'recommended 
covering 


the .reservoirs to keep out the light 
and also pumping air into the reser- 
voirs, but these remedies have been 
tried and failed.

prapnra'tion of copper <;u!pli;i(.R, lime 
nnd water used" for ni^uy years in 
spraying fruit trees—is shown by the 
work of experts In the south to be 
nn absolute 
eradicator 
of typhoid 


fever and malaria germs and tl.at l!t« 
water systems of large cities can be 
purified at small expense. 


Owing to danger in the use of the 


formula except by experts it never 
has been tried on wat-ar until recent- 
ly, when a government agent -visited 
the south in hope of finding means 
of destroying a disease report-fd to b» 
attacking 
watercress 
and 
other 


aquatic 
vegetation. 
His 
report 


showed that the mixture not only de- 
stroyed the fever germs in an hour, 
but caused all frog slime in the ponds 
to sink and clarified the water so that 
it could be used for the table.

The Ancient Order Of United Work- 


men was the first fraternal insurance 
society ' organized in America. 
It 


was founded in Meadville, Pa., Octo- 
ber ~37, 1868, by John Jordan Up- 
church and its history has been re- 
markable in many ways. 


Being the first society of its char- 


acter, the A. 0. U. W. did not have 
the advantages of the experience of 
others to guide it nnd it blazed its 
own pathway, eliminating from the 
original plans that which was use- 
less-or harmful and adding other fea- 
tures, thus practically solving In the 
opinion of Its half million members 
the perplexing problem of fraternal 
insurance. 
Its growth 
has 
been 


phenomenal. 
Until 
the past year 


every year of its existence showed 
an increased membership .over the 
•preceding year. 
The first lodge had 


a charter membership of fourteen and 
today there are 15,625 lodges with an 
aggregate membership of over 400,- 
000. 
Kansas leads with 431 lodges 


and about 38,000 members. 
During 


tho year 1903 the order paid nearly 
$10,OOQ,000 to the heirs of deceased 
members and during existence of the 
order, it disbursed about $134,000,- 
000 in payment of death claims. 


The A. 0. U. W. wns the first or- 


der to establish separate jurisdiction 
and to make each liable for the death 
losses -within its borders up to a cer- 
tain limit established by the supreme 
Icdgo, based upon the losses of pre- 
ceding years. 
If the liabilities of a 


jurisdiction exceeded its .assessment 
limit relief was obtained from thoso 
jurisdictions whoso assessments did 
not reach the.limit. 
This was the 


plan formulated by Father Upchurch 
and it woe in force until 1898. Under 
Its provisions each membfir, irrespec- 
tive of age, paid one dollar per as- 
sessment on a $2,000 policy. 
As 


stated these assessments were gov- 
erned by the deaths in 'the jurisdic- 
tion in which they were levied 
In 


Indiana tho HmitNvRs placed at thirty 
per annum, but they never reached 
that figure, the average being in the 
neighborhood of twenty-five.' 


In 1808 the supreme lodge con- 


ceived a 
plan for 
classified rates 


which placed the heaviest burden on 
the old members, making the maxi- 
mum monthly 
assessment 
upon a 


$2,000 policy $3.00. 
Later H was 


deemed advisable to create a guaran- 
ty fund and the assessments were 
raised until tho maximum reached 
(J13.S4, which schedule is now In force. 
Last Juno the supreme lodge again 
revised the schedule, 
placing 
the 


maximum monthly assessment on a 
$2,000 policy at $8.40 for a man 
over fifty-five years old. 
Several 


other plans of assessment are^'offered, 
among 
them a "level rate," "half 


cash payment option," and "paid up 
certificate," but all were figured upon 
the basis of a regular schedule. This 
schedule is being submitted to the 
grand lodge for ratification or re- 
jection and will come before the In- 
diana grand lodge thia week as the 
most important question of the pres- 
ent session. 
It has been voted upon 


by a number of the grand lodges, 
and the new schedule is warmly sup- 
ported by the grand lodge officials, 
who assert that It la the only man- 
ner in which the order can equitably 
protect itself against tho future and 
place itself upon solid footing. r Thoso 
opposed to the new schedule point to 
the fact that from January 1, 1002, to 
June 30, 1903, .the membership in the 
state increased 1,223. 
The proposed 


schedule was given publicity In June, 
and' the closing sir months of the 
year showed a decrease, due, It is 
said, to the fact that a portion of the 
membership become alarmed over the 
possible increase in the rates. 


There are now 115 lodges in the 


state, with an aggregate membership 
of 6,992. 


THE LOCAL LODGES. 


There, are three A, 0. U. W. lodges 


In this city with a present aggregate 
membership 
of G64. 
Fort Wayne 


lodge, No. 19, which bears the dis- 
tinction of being the largest lodge 
in tha state, has 344 members; Sum- 
mit City lodge, No. 36, has 267 mem- 
bers, and Maumee lodge, No. 80, has 
63 members. 
It^ls claimed by the 


officials of tho order that the A. 0. 
U. W. has disbursed in Fort Wayne 
In the payment of death claims more 
money than any other fraternal in- 
surance order or old line company in 
existence. 
The report of Grand Re- 


corder Fred Baker covering the period 
ending December last shows 
that 


Summit City lodge paid in $84,884.95 
and received in return in the shape 
of liquidation 
of policies 866,000, 


having 
to 
its credit, $18,848.05. 


Since tho expiration of the period 
covered by this report 
two $2,000 


death claims have been paid, making 
a total receipt 
of $68,000.

Wayne lodge paid in $47,691.05 and

Makes Excellent Showing 


for Past Term. 


The Degree of Honor, the auxiliary 


lodge, was authorized by the supreme 
lodge of the A. O. U. W. at the meet- 
ing in 1873 and the first lodge was 
organized in Pennsylvania in 1874. 
The growth of the auxiliary has been 
steady since and today there are over 
75,000 Degree of Honor members in 
the United 
States. The superior 


lodge was organized at a meeting of 
representatives 
from the "different 


states and at the same meeting the 
insurance feature was introduced. It 
immediately came into popularity 
and at present there are 40,000 bene- 
ficiary members, a gain of 6,000 over 
the year, of 1902. - Last year the de- 
partment 
paid 
thirty-four claims, 


amounting to $31,000, a portion com- 
ing to Fort Wayne to pay the claims 
of the heirs of a deceased member of 
Allen lodge, No. 29. 


Indiana has one of the most pros- 


perous of the grand lodges in 
the 


United States, although its mem- 
bership is not as large as the mem- 
bership of some of the other grand 
lodges.

- little better than n pigpen and the food 
hardly fit for hogs. 


"When I had served my time and 


been kicked out, 1 posted myself JIB to 
the law, and my next arrest resulted In 
«i surprise party. I refused to do any 
work, and the law upheld me. I re- 
fused to eat the,fare furnished, and 
the law compelled the jailer to better 
It. I demanded bedding and heat, and 
the Jailer had to comply. He won glad 
enough to KCG the last of mo, but I hnd 
scarcely trumped Into the next county 
before I wns picked up again. This 
was In Ohio, just over the Michigan 
line, and, although it was flvo years 
ago, I have no doubt they are talking 
about mo yet. 


"I was plodding along the highway 


about tmnriown, when a farmer Jumped 
over, the fence and pitched into me. 
He had got in throo or four blows ho- 
foro I landed him one that knocked 
him flown. Three other men ciimtj to his 
rescue, and I was handcuffed and kept 
In n bnrn nil night. 
Next morning I 


wna arraigned before a county Justice, 
and without even asking mo to plead 
and refusing to let me consult n linv- 
yer be sent me up for nix months. The 
charge wns vngnincy, resisting arrest 
and felonious nssiutlt on an olllcer all 
rolled into one, and a happy combina- 
tion. Only one of the men who aided 
In my arrest testified against me. 


"1 waH bundled off to the county Jail 


In a hurry, and upon my nrrlrnl iwns 
placed In n dark cell and fed on brcnd 
and wilier, and It was two weeks be- 
fore I )md the run of the ward. Then 
it so transpired that a young lawyer j 
who happened to run for the loglsla-: 
lure visited the jail on business and I :' 
got spoor)! with him. The result wns I 
thnl: ho lonk up my case, and the end j 
astonished several people. 
j 


"In the first place, while the man 


who assaulted me wns a constable, he 
did not seek to arrest me In the regu- 
lar way, but only after the assault. 
Under the law, therefore, I had a right 
to resist. Tbe charge against mo was 
vagrancy, and yet I had $15 In my 
pocket. I should have been taken be- 
fore a Justice forthwith, but instead I 
wns locked up In a barn until.next day. 
We had that constable so scared with- 
in two days thnt he fairly begged of 
me to tiike $100 and call It square. 


"We then went for the justice. He 


had not given me the show allowed 
by law, and on four different points 
had rendered himself liable to removal. 
Ho came to me with tears in his eyes 
and $75 in bis hand and I let up on 
him. 


"Then it wns the, jailer's turn to toe 


the mark. He had no legal right to 
shut me up In a dnrk cell. No law 
gnvo him the privilege o£ substituting 
lirend and wnter for my prison diet. 
He had linen abusive and tyrannical 
and Imd kicked me, and that was na- 
sault. The law specified what food he. 
should furnish his prisoners, but 1m 
had substituted what he pleased. He 
hnd tried to make me saw wood and 
scrub out the corridors and bad put me 
in irons because I refused, arid yet I 
wns clearly within the law. 
I had 


him up on all different charges, but 
before tbe case came to trial I settled 
with him for $250. 


"I hnd been sent to jail without the 


option of a fiiio. I was taken out on a 
writ ot habeas corpus, and admitted to 
bail nnA was therefore free lo appear 
in court. 


"The case did not end when the jail- 


er squared up. 
Three or four politi- 


cians snw that my lawyer wns making 
too much capita) out of It, and'they 
sot out to down him. The. result was 
that It became n political contest of In- 
terest to all in that legislative district, 
mid after a mud sllngiiiit campaign and 
a close vote my lawyer triumphed over 
all and en mo out witli flying colors. 
The district was upset politically for

-Jail 
and prison sentences always expire at 
that hour, the same as insurance poli- 
cies.

o'clock In the evening. 'It was then 
raining heavily, and I refused to go 
out. He had me flung into the street 
and added a kick by way of farewell 
and probably thought he had seen tp& 
lastiof me.

"Next morning I began a suit against 


kim for'false imprisonment und on top 
of that another, for assault and battery, 
and he had hardly consulted a lawyer 
before'he was on hnrid\witli an offer, 
to settle, with me for $150. I closed 
with him at that, and I think the lesson ,.. 
was one to do him good. 


"Yes, I've been in jail, and perhaps I 


shall bring up behind the bars again, 


I shall accept It ns nil In the day's 


work and stand on my rights.
